COMPLETE JUSTIFICATION. 
Some three years ago we had occasion 


to expose an illegitimate business 
scheme. In the discharge of our duty 
in this regard to our readers and to the 
trade which we represent, we necessarily 
commented with some severity upon 
the individuals who were concerned in 
the scheme or schemes. We felt justi- 
fied by the facts of the case, and the 
outcome of the scheme verified our pre- 
dictions concerning it. 


*-The Helmbold Manufacturing Com- 
pany, a fraudulent corporation in its 
very inception. collapsed, as did a suc- 
cessor who sought to form a company 
on the same illegitimate foundation. 
One of the individuals concerned in 
these operations, however, conceiving 
himself aggrieved by an article which 
we published, sued us for libel and de- 
famation of character, asking damages 
to the amount of $50,000. We pleaded 
justification. In the course of events, 
and notwithstanding the “laws delay,”’ 
the case came on for trial last week in 
the Supreme Court, before Judge Lar- 


oe and a jury. Suffice it to say 


that after a two days’ trial the jury deliv- 
ered us by a verdict of complete justifi- 
cation. While we congratulate those 
of the trade who were cognizant of the 
facts and sympathized with us, and es- 
pecially ourselves upon the satisfactory 
result, we way well wish as we actually 
do, that it had not been necessary in 
vindicating ourselves to make so cruel 
a record against the plaintiff. We hope 
he is a differert man now,in which 
case his regrets must be the more poig- 
nant that he did not at the time turn 
from his crooked ways and seek to make 
a better record as a legitimate business 
man, instead of seeking redress at law. 
It is one of the few disagreeable du- 
ties of the journalist to warn his con- 
stituency against whatever he may 
forsee threatening their interests. In 
the discharge of this duty he is often 
compelled to say unpleasant things 
about persons whom for personal rea- 
sons he fain would shield, or whose 
names he would prefer should not blot 
the pages of his publication. The 
REPORTER has more than once, before 
and sincs the H-lmbold matter, felt 
called upon to ¢xpose swindlers who 
had s:l+cted for their operations the 
fields of commeres in which it circu- 
lates. Its warnings have always proved 
of adventage to some persons who, had 
they not been thus forearmed, would 
have became the victims of the frauds 
it exposed. Our readers may rest as- 
sured that the ‘complete justification” 
which this paper received at the hands 
of the jury before whom it was brought 
at the instance of Mr. Kearney, would 
follow in the event cf its being similar- 
ly prosecuted by any of the numerous 
persons of varying degrecs of disrepu- 
tability who have at one time and 
another bern held up for public con- 
tempt in thes- columns. As we have 
hitherto assert+d. we make no state- 
ments reflecting unfavorably upon the 
reputation of apy person except under 
the incitement of a s nse of duty to 
our subscribers; but when we do make 
positive statements of that nature, our 
readers may rest assured that we act in 
good faith and have ample evidence of 
the truth of our assertions, that they 
are in no sense the promptings of mal- 
ice, and that we are prepared to vindi- 
cate ourselves before the courts, if the 
parties aggrieved chose to follow the 
exau-ple set by Mr. John G, Kearney.

So that 
it is undoubtedly true that the reason 
for the difference in values of the two 
makes may be attributed not to the 
prejudice in the minds of consumers in 
favor of French glass, for that is well 
nigh exp'oded, but to the superior 
quality of the glass, which renders it 
indispensable for some purposes; and 
while it is true that the quality of our 
glass is improving yearly, until more 
attention is paid to minor details of 
manufacture and finish, we cannot hope 
to turn out glass which will stand on 
aneven footing with the imported in 
point of quality. We have digressed 
somewhat from the original intent of 
this article. in order to intimate the 
general causes of difference in values, 
notwithstanding the excessive competi- 
tion. American glass bas always been 
compelled to undersell the French in 
order to induce purchases, but the low 
price necessary for some time past has 
made blowing here an unprofitable if 
not. a losing business. Besides the 
cause alluded to there has been another 
potent elemevt at work, nawely, the 
high price of labor, which has been a 
serious obstacle in the way of advancing 
prices. The Association alluded to 
fixes its own rate of wages, to which 
blowers are compelled to accede, and 
they have therefore been virtually in its 
control, It was thought that the com- 
bination of the Pittsburg blowers to 
cut down rates in the Fall would break 
the power of the Association, but the 
action on the part of some manufactu- 
rers in ignoring the terms of the com- 
bination, necessarily relegutes matters 
to their original standing which, it is 
understood, the workmen are not slow 
to take advantage of, having announced 
&@ prospective increase in their demands 
The outlook certainly does not seem 
encouraging for American blowers 
unless a decided advance is made in 
prices, and such may be confidently 
looked for this Fall. Some are even 
now holding glass and refusing to sell 
atruling rates. The action of the 
importers in this city in advancing 
prices, opens the door for such a pro- 
ceeding, and manufacturers as w: ll as 
dealers should avail themselves of the 
. opportunity thus offered.

$2,500. The works will be rebuilt at once. The 
fire is supposed to have resulted from the spon- 
taneous combustion of linseed oil.

LEGAL NOTES. 

A merchant instructed an irresponsible firm to 
buy wool for him, expressly agreeing to furnlsh 
the money to pay for it; but when the wool was 
delivered to him he sold it, and placed the pro- 
ceeds, after deducting his commissions for selling 
it, to the account of his purchasing agents, who 
were indebted to him. His agents, upon a de- 
mand being made upon them for the price of the 
wool, stated the facts to the sellers, who there- 
upon brought an action for the price of the wool 
against the principal. They were ignorant of 
the relations between the merchant and his 
agents at the time of the sale. In this case, 
Thomas vs. Moody, the Supreme Court of Cali- 
fornia, on May 11, reversed the judgment of the 
Court below, which was in favor of the defend- 
ant, and gave judgment for the price, $13,268.20. 
Judge Ross, in the opinion, said: ‘*That one man 
can select another, whom he knows to be utterly 
insolvent, to purchase, under his directions and 
upon his promise to furnish the money to pay for 
them, the goods of innocent third persons, and 
then, after the goods have been so purchased and 
have come into his hands, can retain them or 
their proceeds, and at the same time refuse to 
pay the money, is a proposition which can no 
more be sustained in law thanin morals. Itis 
true that the plaintiffs knew nothing of this re- 
lation at the time of selling the goods; they did 
not know the defendant in the transaction at all, 
but supposed that they were dealing with the 
purchasers alone. But that does not exempt the 
defendant from liability. Whence comes the 
right of the defendant to make the property of 
the plaintiffs pay the debt of his agents? Cer- 
tainly not by reason of the contract between 
himself and them; certainly not in morals; and 
it is equally certain that it does not exist in law. 
As the case stands, not only has the defendant 
got the property of the plaintiffs without its hav- 
ing been paid for, but he succeeded in obtaining 
it by procuring his agents, whom he knew to be 
wholly irresponsible, to buy it, upon his own 
promise to furnish the money with which to 
pay for it, and thus magnified the fraud by which 

he seeks to reap the benefit of the plaintifis’ 
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property by making his agents the innocent in- 
struments in its perpetration. Defendant cannot 
thus take advantage of his own wrong.” 

A promissory note which had not been dated 
was indorsed, and afterwards the maker filled in 
the date of April 4, which he changed by strik- 
ing out April and inserting May. In an action to 
recover the amount of the note of the indorser 
by the bank which had discounted it, the Mount 
Carmel Savings Bank vs. Helper, in the Court of 
Common Pleas of Schuylkill county, Pa., upon 
the note being offered in evidence, it was object- 
ed to on the ground that it had been altered, and 
the court refused to admit it before the altera- 
tion was explained. The maker then testified 
that the note had not been dated when the in- 
dorsement was put upon it, and that he had filled 
in the blank with the date of “ April 4," when 
he had intended to make the date ‘‘ May 4,” and 
that he had corrected his mistake by making the 
change. The note was then admitted, and judg- 
ment given upon it. The case was carried into 
the Supreme Court of Pennsylvania, Helper vs. 
The Mount Carmel Savings Bank, and the judg- 
ment was affirmed on May 6. Judge Gordon, in 
the opinion, said: ‘‘ Any material alteration ina 
note after its indorsement will invalidate it as to 
the indorser ; yet, where it is indorsed without 
date, the presumption necessarily is that the 
drawer or indorser is authorized to fill in the 
date. Thisis undoubtedly the rule where the 
sum is left in blank, and no good reason can be 
urged why the same rule should not apply to the 
date.” 

The right to set off all the interest paid toa 
national bank upon a usurious loan, which was 
renewed by successlve notes, was considered by 
the Supreme Court of Missouri, in Moniteau Na- 
tional Bank ys. Miller, decided in April. Judge 
Henry, in the opinion, said: ‘Payments made 
generally on anote bearing usurious interest will 
be applied to the satisfaction of the principal. 
When renewal notes have been given in continu- 
ation of the original loan, the taint of usury in 
the first transaction attaches to all such renew- 
als, and when the bank sues on the last 
renewal note the borrower is entitled to 
credit for all the interest paid by him 
on the loan from the beginning, and not 
merely to the excess over the legal rate. When- 
ever a national bank charges or stipulates for an 
illegal rate of interest, all payments of interest, 
and not merely the excess, is illegal. Hence all 
payments made are to be applied to the princi- 
pal, because the right of the bank to any interest 
has been forfeited by the stipulation for usurious 
interest.’’ [It willbe observed that the federal 
courts decide this question differently. See the 
next case, Farmers’ and Mechanics’ Bank ys. 
Hoagland. ]} 

The usurious interest paid to a national bank, 
in the opinion oftthe United States Circuit Court, 
at Pittsburg, Pa., in the Farmers’ and Mechanics’ 
Bank of Mercer vs. Hoagland, decided May 10, 
cannot be set off in an action upon a note which 
was the last of renewal notes given for the usu- 
rious loan. The only remedy open to the 
aggrieved party is the penal suit given by the 
statute, in which he can recover twice the amount 
of the interest paid, if the action is brought with- 
in two years. Inthis case the bank sued upon 
two notes of $3,000 each. They were made Oc- 
tober 27, 1875, one at sixty days and the other at 
ninety days, and were discounted at 10 per cent., 
the legal rate being 6 per cent., and they were re- 
newed at ninety days, nineteen times. The rates 
of interest on the renewals were 10 per cent. for 
eighteen months, 9 per cent. for the succeeding 
two years, and then they were reduced to the 
legal rate of 6 per cent. In some instances the 
discounts were paid, but in others the interest 
was included in the new notes. The defendants 
set up the usurious interest as a set off, which 
the court refused to allow, but the bank was 
given judgment forthe face of the notes only— 
$6,000. Judge Acheson, in the opinion, said: 
“1. The bank cannot recover the illegal interest 
included in the principal of the notes in suit. It 
is an established principle that, if there is usury 
in the original transaction. it affects all consecu- 
tive securities, however remote, growing out of 
it. And neither the renewal of an old nor the 
substitution of a new security between the same 
parties can efface the usury. 2. There can be no 
recovery of interest at all on the sums lent, for 
the usury included in the notes vitiates the con- 
tract for even legal interest. The authorities are 
decisive against the right of the bank to recover 
any interest whatever upon the usurious trans- 
actions.”

CUSTOMS DECISIONS. 
DUTY ON CARBOLIC ACID. 

Appeal was made by the importer of certain 
carbolic acid crystals from the decision of the 
collector at Boston assessing them at 10 per cent 
duty, the appellant claiming free entry under the 
provisions of the free jlist fur acids of every 
description used for chemical and manufacturing 
purposes. The appraiser reports that the goods 
are imported in hermetically sealed drums and 
are identical in quality with those imported in 
pound bottles and classified as carbolic acid for 
medicinal purposes, and should not be treated as 
acid for manufacturing purposes, being in fact 
almost chemically pure. The Department affirms 
the collector’s decision, under the provisions of 
schedule M, “for acids of every description 
used for medicinal purposes.”’ [Decisions of 1881, 
—4851. 

VALUE OF THE CHINESE TAEL. 

The department decides that hereafter 
$1.21 6-10 shall be the value of the Shanghai tael 
in the case of ipportations or withdrawals. The

CODE OF ETHICS. 
Preamble.—The members of the Pennsylvania 


Issued June | Pharmaceutical Association, considering it neces- 


sary that some mutual understanding should 
exist in regard tothe moral principles guiding 
them in their profession, hereby agree upon the 
following Code of Ethics: 

I. Weaccept the U. 8. Pharmacopoeia as our 
standard and guide for all official preparations, 
and recognize a variance from its rules only in 
exceptional cases, where sufficient authority has 
proven some other process more reliable to attain 
the same end. 

This section is not intended to interfere with 
the dispensing of prescriptions or medicines eT- 
dered in accordance with foreign Pharmacvpa@ias. 

II, Although not a legitimate part of our busi- 
ness, custom and the necessity of the times ware 
rant us in keeping the proprietary medicines of 
the day; yet, out of regard to the medical profes- 


lsion, and for the protection of the public, we 


earnestly recommend all pharmacists, when 
called upon for an opinion of their merits to dis- 


| courage their use; and neither to advertise, nor 


permit theirnames to be used in advertising such 
medicines. 

III. Recognizing the value of alcohol as a ther- 
apeutic agent, and the propriety of its being dis- 
pensed as such by pharacists, yet deploring the 
widespread evil resulting from its indiscriminate 
use in its hundred insidious forms, we condemn 
any attempt to make it a prominent feature of 
our business as unprofessional ; and we denounce 
the loose practice of allowing it to be used on the 
premises, in any shape, as a beverage, as de- 
grading; and we urge upon pharmacists the duty 
of exercising at all times a conscientious care in 
dispensing a drug liable to such dangerous 
abuse. 

IV. We discountenance all secret formulas be- 
tween physicians and pharmacists, and consider 
it our duty to communicate such to each other 
when requested. 

V. We distinctly repudiate the practice of al- 
lowing physicians a percentage on their pre- 
scriptions as derogatory to both professions. 

Vi. We will endeavor, as far as it lies in our 
power, to refrain from compromising the profes- 
sional reputation of physicans, and we expect 
the same comity from them. 

VII. Since the professional training of the 
pharmacist does not include those branches 
which enable the physican to diagnose and treat 
disease, we should in all practicable cases de 
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cline to give medical advice and refer the appli- 
cant to a regular practicioner. 

VIII. The growing demands of the age re-

ually and collectively, to encourage the advance- 
ment of knowledge in our profession generally, 
and particularly by stimulating our assistants to 
attend the lectures of a College of Pharmacy, 
and by aiding and assisting them to do so. 

IX. Considering it expedient that some rule 
should be adopted to enforce the provisions of 
our Code, we hereby agree: If any just cause of 
its violation be found against a member of this 
association, to bring the case before a special or 
the next general meeting of the association, 
when the accused, after being heard in hisown 
defence, may be expelled by a two-thirds vote of 
all the members present. 

The morning session of Wednesday was 
opened with the reading of replies to que- 
ries, abstracts of which are appended to 
this report. The committee on local for- 
mule, through C. T. George, chairman, 
presented a long but very interesting re- 
port and collection of formule. Specimens 
of the articles alluded to were displayed in 
the exhibit room, and better suggested 
what such exhibits should be than any 
other articles in the room; namely, ‘‘thome 
industry;’ what pharmacists themselves 
can and should prepare. It was decided 
to meet next June in Altoona, and Mr. C. 
F. Randolph of that place was elected local 
secretary. ; 

At the evening session the committee on 
drafting a pharmacy law read their report, 
and witha brief explanation and no dis- 
cussion it was ordered to be printed. This 
bill was presented to the State Legislature, 
but failed to become a law. 

Some amendments were made to the hy- 
laws. One requires at least three years ex- 
perience in the business, and not less than 
twenty-one years of uge. 

An important movement was theappoint- 
ment of a committee of five who are auchor- 
ized to present to the Committee of Ways 
and Means at the next session of Congress 
a respectful demand for the abrogation of 
the liquor tax and proprietary stamp duties 
as applied to pharmacists. 

This concluded the more important busi- 
ness of the Convention. During the sit- 
tings 106 new members were elected. 

Tho pharmacists and their ladies on 
Wednesday visited ‘‘the boow,” and there 
saw the distinguishing feature of Williams- 
port industry; thous.nds of logs waiting 
to be cut into lumber, and the saw-mills 
among the most famous in the world. On 
Thursday a party visited Watkins glen. 

The papers which were read at the meet- 
ing are given in brief, but will doubtless 
be of interest in the absence of space to 
give more. 

Mr. C. wu. Lochman, of Bethlehem, in 
answer to the query, “what is the best 
plan of dispensing poisons so as to prevent 
mistakes,” suggests that in every store 
those drugs which are dangerous or 
poisonous, should be kept in a separate 
Stction, and that the contents of the bottles, 
drawers or cans in that compartment be 
appropriated fur such drugs, chemicals 
aud preparations, and believes that the 
instinctive knowledge of such a dangerous 
locality will at once impress the mind of 
the dispenser, and so avert the probabilities 
of an error. The additional safeguard of 
a cautionary label] where it shall not be 
seen by the customer, but noticed or felt 
by the dispenser is recommended, though 
nothing can prevent accidents through 
ignorance, but education. 

‘Has that portion of the resin of podo- 
phyllum which is soluble in water, purga- 
tive properties?” Tothis Dr H. Pursell 
replies, that by treating the resin with 
water either cold or hot, about four to six 
per cent, of it is extracted, and by evapo- 
ration is obtained in an extract-like mass, 
When this is given in doses of two grains, 
it is a griping purgative which needs the 
relief of a carminative aromatic.

The important subject of pharmaceutical 
education brought out essxys from Mr. W. 
L, Turner, Mr.W. B. Thompson and Prof 
J. P. Remington. 

Mr. Turner viewed it in the light of the 
influence which the great spread of phar- 
maceutical preparations has in depriving 
the student of the practical knowledge of 
this important branch of the art. He says 
it is to be deplored that it is now becoming 
so popular to purchase these articles ‘‘ready 
made,” and his argument was in favor of 
pharmacists doing their own manufactu- 
ring, for the mutual interest of both them- 
selves and their employees. Mr. 
Thompson's paper was on the proper 
training.of appientices. After alluding to 
the kind of person who should be selected 
or accepted, he said his education should 
cover three points—mercantile, scientific 
and ethical, and of these he spoke most 
thoroughly and accceptably. The duties 
of the employer were enforced by sound 
argument, and he _ insisted that they 
could not properly be delegated to others or 
to colleges of pharmacy or any other edu- 
cational institution. Sometimes our col- 
leges seem to be more anxious to graduate 
Jarge classes than to require the rigid ex- 
amination which our business demands. 

Prof. J. P. Remington read a volunteer 
paper on the subject of ‘‘apprentices or 
clerks,” and gave a very full account of the 
various requirements between employers 
and employees, as found in the laws of 
England, and of more recent times in our 
own land. In this connection he read 
from the original document, the indentures 
of John Hart, who became apprenticed to 
the business in Philadelphia, about one 
hundred and twenty years ago. In this 
connection it may be mentioned that ap- 
prentices in those days were looked upon 
as ‘“‘conveyable property,” for he then read 
from the back of another indenture paper, 
the following: 

“City of Philadelphia. In consideration 
of sixteen pounds, I do assign the within- 
named apprentice to serve James James 
and assigns the remaining part of his 
time.” This is dated July 26th, 1751, and 
has as the attesting witness, the Mayor of 
Philadeiphia. 

The following is the indenture: 

This indenture witnesseth that John Hart, son 
of Seymour Hart, of the Nofthern Liberties ot 
the City of Philadelphia, hath put himself and by 
these Presents with the advice and consent of his 
said Father doth voluntarily of hisown free will 
and accord, pat himself apprentice to Townsend 
Speakman, of the City of Philadelphia, Druggist, 
to learn his Art, Trade and Mystery, and ufter the 
manner of an apprentice to serve him, the said 
Townsend Speakman from the Day of the Date 
hereof, for, and during, and to the full End and 
Term of Six Years, five months and Eleven Days 
next ensuing. During all which term, the said 


apprentice his said master faithfully shall serve, ! 


his secrets keep, his lawful commands every- 
where readily obey. He shall do no damage to 
his said master, nor see it done by others, without 
letting or giving notice thereof to his said master, 
He shall not waste his master’s goods, nor lend 
them unlawfully to any. He shall not commit 
Fornication, nor contract Matrimony within the 
said Term. He shall not play at Cards, Dice or 
any other unlawful Game, whereby his said Mas- 
ter shall have Damage. With his own Goods, nor 
the Goods of others, without License from his 
said Master, he shall neither buy nor sell. He 
shall not absent himself Day nor Night from his 
said Master’s Service without his Leave; Nor 
haunt Ale-houses, Taverns, nor Play Houses; but 
in all Things behave himself as a faithful Appren- 
tice ought to do during the said Term. And the 
said Master shall use the utmost of his Endeavor 
to teach or cause to be taught or instructed the 
said Apprentice in the Trade or Mystery of a 
Druggist.

Quebrachos, True and False, 

We copy from the Chemist and Druggis 
the following interesting paper on Que- 
bracho, read before the Chemists’ Assist- 
ants’ Association, by Mr. C. E. Stuart: 

Quebracho is a term applied generally 
throughout South America to several kin 
of hard wooded trees; it means literally 
“axe-breaker,” the application of which is 
obvious. In the province of Santiago, 
Argentine Republic, in the heart of the 
continent, four trees at least are known as 
Quebrachos, viz.: (1) Aspidosperma que~ 
bracho blanco, N. O. Apocyneae, White Que- 
bracho; (2) Lowxopterigium Lorenzii, N.O. 
Terebinthineae, Hed Quebracho; (3) Jodina 
rhombifolia, N. O. Tlicineae, Quebracho Hlajo ; 
(4) Macherium fertile, N. O. Leguminosae, 
Tipa. The first of these is the tree whose 
bark (and sometimes wood) is used medio- 
inally. It is a handsome tree, attaining 


I considerable size, in form resembling the 


ash, but with drooping branch-tips, and 
was first described by Burmeister and 
named by Schlechtendal‘ It belongs to 
the natural orger Apocynaceae, whose mem- 
bers are in general notable for the presence 
in them of one or more of these three 
classes of substances, astringent materials, 
aromatic resins, and a milky juice which is 


; harmless in some plants (caoutchouc) poi- 


sonous in others. I may mention that 


Miers, in his work on the Apocynaceae of 
South America, gives an interesting de- 
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scription of the method of ovule fertiliza- 
tion common to the order, a method which 


excludes the possibility of insect aid to 
that end. The name Aspidosperma (shield 
seed) is given to the genus on account of 
the curious flattened seed—large embryo 
surrounded by scanty, soft albumen, the 
outer coat of the whole showing cells beau- 
tifally pitted and reticulated radiations 
from the centre towards the rim of the 
shield—a striking object for the micro- 
scope. The greater portion of the bark of 
commerce is taken from trees of from 70 to 
80 years old. It is from 34 to over 1 inch 
in thickness. Young pieces, without 
corky development, are occasionally met 
with. At least half the bark consists of 
corky structures; this part, in making a 
clean cut across the bark, is seen to be 
sharply defined by difference of color 
from the periderm or inner bark. This 
outer portion is much furrowed and 
broken, and is externally of a dirty brown- 
grey color, with occasional lichen marks. 
In section, to the eye or lens, it consists of 
an ochre-yellow ground mass, traversed in 
a direction roughly parallel to the inner 
bark by lines of a duller color (cork lay- 
ers). Between these lines are scattered 
numerous whitish spots (stone cells). The 
inner portion of the bark is generally of a 
darker color, but this may vary froma 
cinnamon-brown to a deeper tint, and, ac- 
cording to Hansen, may even approach a 
yellowish-white. The color is believed to 
deepen by exposure to the air; to this 
cause also is most probably to be ascribed 
the rosy blush seen on the inner side of 
many fine specimens of the bark. No 
mention is made of this warm color by 
Hansen. 


Microscopical character.--The outer 
bark consists of bands of cork cells, be- 
tween which are bands of the inner bark 
cut off by the repeated development of 
cork deep in the tissues. The cork cells 
are of the usual character—empty. The 
remaining structures are parenchyma cells, 
containing a reddish coloring matter, and 
with them are masses of from 10 to 40 stone 
cells, parenchyma cells, slightly altered in 
size, and with enormously thickened and 
hardened walls; these have only a small 
cavity in their centers, with well-marked 
thickening layers and porecanals. Among 
these stone cells are fibers of a peculiar 
nature, which I shall describe presently. 
The inner bark is composed of brown 
walled parenchyma and yellow stone cells. 
The parenchyma cells are unequally 
thickened (tending to pass into stone 
cells), and contain.starch and a brown 
granular substance. Although the ar- 
rangement of the inner bark is irregular 
and distorted, yet the medullary rays may 
be recognized in places; they are often 
penetrated by the thread-like mycelium of 
afungus. The stone cells show the same 
structure as those of the outer bark; the 
only difference is that they contain a yel- 
low granular substance, insoluble in water, 
alcohol and ether, and hardly dissolved by 
potash Itcontainsno tannin. Among 
the groups of stone cells, or occasionally 
‘s-9e, are scattered groups of other re- 

sarkable cells. In their cross section 
there appears a large circular cell, so 
thickened that only a pin point shows for 
central cavity. This is surrounded bya 
wreath of 10 or 12 small angular cells, 
each containing a crystal of oxalate of 
lime. On teasing out from the bark one 
of these bodies it is seen to be long, spin- 
dle shaped, and the wreath in section has 
become a beautiful case enclosing the 
whole fiber. The fibers themselves are 
the representatives of the woody portion of 
the bast tissue. Crystals are of frequent 
occurrence, in conjunction with bast fibers, 
in barks, but their regular arrangement 
round isolated fibers is comparatively 
rare, although met with in more than one 
order of plants. 


Quebracho-wood is compact and hard, 
white when young, but becoming choco- 
late brown by age. Among the round, 
thick wood fibers making up the mass are 
soattered a few cylindrical parenchyma 
cells. Many of these put out on one side 
finger-like projections, which meet similar

Mr. Cranwell, consists of a bright light 
brown cortical portion and a white fibrous 
inner portion, The microscope shows the 
inner bark to be traversed by thin medul- 
lary rays, between which are bundles of 
small bast fibers, unaccompanied by crys- 


tal sheaths, while many large crystal- 
sheathed fibers lie isolated in the tissues. 
It is very rich in starch. This bark has a 


most intense bitter taste, hardly to be dis- 


tinguished from quassia, but it contains 
some tannin. The thick cortical portion 
of the last bark I examined contained an 
orange coloring matter, brightened by 
strong nitric acid; the hard inner portion 
had an almost resinous fracture, contained 
few and isolated fibers, and was nearly 
black in color, the inner side being per- 
fectly smooth. All through the bark were 
crowded large white masses of stone cells, 
often allowing themselves to be picked out 
with the point ofaknife.

as is asserted by some, that the fish caught 
on the coast of Norway differ in some 
marked and essential way from those 
found off the coasts of Newfoundland, Icé- 
land, Finland, etc. In giving some account 
of these oils, we shall take, therefore, the 
case of the Norwegian oil first. Of 
this there are two sorts, viz: Ist, oil, the 
product of domestic industry; 2d, oil pre- 
pared on a large scale by manufacturers. 
Previous to 1853 the only oils known 
belonged to the first class, and it was on 
this kind of oil that the reputation of this 
article as a medicinal agent was obtained, 
notwithstanding its repulsive appearance 
and taste. It varies in color from dark 
yellow or light brown to dark brown or 
black, known as tanner’s oil. It is made 
only by the fishermen at their own homes 
and never during their stay at the fish- 
eries, its qualities being entirely depend- 
ent in the amount of care and cleanliness— 
or rather lack of cleanliness—with which 
the livers have been treated before and 
during the manufacture of the oil. The 
chief Norwegian fishery is that of Lofoten, 
and we take that as illustrating the Norwe- 
gian fisheries in general. 

The Lofoten Islands constitute a vast 
rocky chain stretching along the northwest 
coast of Norway, and divided from it by 
an arm of the sea called the Vestfjord. Im- 
mense shoals of codfish come to these com- 
paratively shallow and quiet waters in the 
beginning of the year, forthe purpose of 
depositing their spawn, remaining about 
three months, when they take their leave 
for their deep sea haunts, about the locali- 
ty of which thsre has been much discus- 
sion, some maintaintaining that they have 
no fixed abode, but migrate continually to 
and from Norway and Newfoundland, but 
M. Sars claims to have definitely settled 
the fact that their homeo is along the nu- 
merous banks lying off the coast of Nor- 
way. 

“Early in the month of January the first 
shoals of cod begin to arrive. Moving in 
a northeasterly direction, they approach 
the coast of Norway, and concentrate them- 
selves around the Lofoten Island, entering 
their estuaries by the Vestfjord. During 
the month of January the fishing is not 
very productive, none but peasants and 
agricultural laborers living on or near the 
coast being at first engaged. ‘Towards the 
end of the month, however, fishermen by 
vocation begin to arrive, many of them 
from considerable distances, the influx 
steadily augmenting up to the first week in 
February, when the great fishing may be 
said to commence. To describe what is 
done with the fish does not come within 
our province. From the livers cod liver oil 
is prepared, or “burnt,” to use the more 
correct expression in vogue among the fish- 
ermen; not however at Lofoten, where all 
are fully occupied with the duties of their 
arduous vocation; besides which numerous 
local obstacles render it difficult, if not ut- 
terly impracticable, for the fishermen them- 
selves to extract the oil on the spot; there- 
fore the livers are packed into barrels and 
stowed away till the fishing is ended. The 
homeward journey is not unfrequently of 
considerable duration, the fishermen hay- 
ing to encounter tempestuous weather in 
their heavily laden open boats ere they 
reach their destination. As a rule, the 
livers, many of them obtained in January, 
are not treated for their oil till May. 
Whilst the livers lie stored in the barrels at 
Lofoten, and to a still greater extent during 
the homeward journey, much of the cellu- 
lar tissue becomes disintegrated, and oil 
exudes. As soon as the barrels are opened, 
this oil, which is of a deep-yellow color, is 
poured off, and constitutes the quality 
known as ‘Raa Medicintran’ (‘raw’ medicinal 
oil), which fetches the highest price in the 
market, The livers are then thrown into 
iron caldrons, suspended over an gpen fire. 
The heat generated bursts those cells which 
have not previously undergone decomposi- 
tion, and the oil is ladled off as fast as it 
becomes disengaged. The temperature ig 
now raised, and as the heat increases the 
oil grows darker, till at length, when all 
that remains of the livers floats about as 
hard resinous masses in oil that is almost 
black, the process is considered to be fin~ 
ished, The utter disregard for anything

fishermen, from the moment the livers are 
separated from the fish till the oil is poured 
off into casks for the Bergen market, has 
become notorious. Patients who consume 
this nauseous liquid ere happily ignorant of 
the details attending its ‘extraction,’ details 
too disgusting to specify. As a class, the 
fishermen do not care to dispose of the 
livers, even at advancing prices 
prefer to ‘‘burn” the oil themselves and 
take it to Bergen, their presence in that 
emporium of Nordland trade being imper- 
atively required. Before passing into the 
merchants’ hands the oil is classified by 
brokers appointed by government, into 
three qualities: 1, the ‘blank,’ or bright oil, 
of a deep-yellow color; 2, the ‘brunblank,’ 
or light-brown, the color of Malaga wine; 
and 3, the ‘brun’ (brown), or, as it should 
properly be called, black oil, the brown 
color being scarcely perceptible, even in the 
strongest light.” 

Peter Moller is credited with having first 
undertaken to introduce a better method 
of manufacturing the oil so as to secure a 
cleaner and more inviting product, and 
after many experiments, he hit upon the 
methed now generally followed. It is 
based on the fact that the oil has a great 
affinity for oxygen, so that the putrefactive 
change is set up in it by a veryshort expo- 
sure to the atmosphere. It was therefore 
necessary--since it would be impossible to 
induce the fishermen to change any of their 
habits—-to locate the manufactories near 
the fisheries, and to devise some means of 
extracting the oil which should effectually 
prevent any chance for putrefaction. Both 
these objects were accomplished, and the 
tollowing is an account of the present 
mode of procuring the oil: 

“As soon as the fish have been landed, 
the livers are taken out and submitted to 
treatment, a few hours being sufficient to 
effect the purity of the oil. All poor, 
small, bruised and diseased livers are 
thrown aside, and those selected (all large 
size) are carefully. cleaned, by washing in 
several waters, from blood, membrane and 
other impurities; the liveis are then intro- 
duced into a machine which minces them 
intv very small pieces, or rather reduces 
them into a soft pulpy mass. This pulp 
is transferred to an apparatus heated ex- 
ternally by steam, and the mass gradually 
warmed up to 100 or 102 deg. Fahr. As 
fast as the oil exudes it is drawn off and 
filtered. Filtration completes the pro- 
cess. The fresher the liver and the lower 
the temperature, the purer and sweeter in 
taste will be the oil, whilst the color will 
be a pale, yet brilliant yellow, possess- 
ing in a remarkable degree the power 
of reflecting light. The very pale, near- 
ly colorless oil frequently met with has 
either been subjected to a bleaching 
process or mixed with colorless vege- 
table oil, in both cases the reflecting power 
and brilliant transparency will be absent, 
and the color will appear faded.” 

The manufacture of cod liver oil in this 
country has been through nearly the same 
phases as the Norway, and with results 
very similar. Previous to the introduction 
of the traw) lines, the small bulk of the 
livers compared to that of the fish made, it 
seems hardly worth while to the fishermen 
to trouble themselves much about the oil. 
They were accustomed, therefore, to throw 
the livers into butts and allow them to 
fester and putréfy in the sun, by which 
process an extremely offensive dark brown 
oil, fit only for the use of the curriers was 
produced, Another method was to allow 
the livers to accumulate in casks until the 
fishing should be interrupted by a storm 
or other cause, when they were boiled in 
large cauldrons and the oil skimmed off as 
it rose to the surface. This oil was some- 
what ligh'er and less offensive than the 
former, but was still an almost impossible

general introduction of ice for the preser- 
vation of fish for transportation, the oil is 
made not only on shore near the fishing 
grounds, but also in many cities at consid- 
erable distance from the fisheries. The 
method adopted by the fishermen is to put 
the livers into clean baskets, from which 
they are taken onarriving in port, carefully 
cleaned, and subjected to a process of slow 
cooking by which the oil is separated from 
the water and animal tissues. It is then 
carefully skimmed off, purified by filtration 
at a low temperature, and kept in suitable 
vessels in a cool place.'This oil is ofa clear, 
slightly yellowish tint and not disagreea- 
ble odor. It is diflicult to see why it is not, 
to all intents and purposes, as good as the 
Norwegian oil, but that it is not so consid- 
ered is evident from the relative prices of 
the two oils in the market. The Norwegian 
oil is sold by the barrel of 30 gall ns, and 
the Newfoundland by the gallon, t!:e former 
being now worth about $45 per barrel and 
the latter about $1 per gallon.

Pepsin. 

Pepsin and its preparations are coming 
more and more into use every year in spite 
of the fact that inferior preparations have 
been pushed on the market and have, fora 
long time, brought the genuine article 
into some disrepute, for the reason that 
the pepsin being mixed with various other 
matters, such as starch, ete., has failed to 
accomplish what was expected. Mr. Wm. 
Wrenn read a paper before the Chemists’ 
Assistants’ Association of London not long 
since, giving the results of his observations 
and experiments with this substance, trom 
which we make some extracts of interest: 

Pepsin may be said to have had its ori- 
gin inthe year 1834. The researches of 
Eberle on artificial digestion first indicat- 
ed the existence of a distinct digestive 
principle. In 1836 Schwann isolated the 
principle and gave it its present name. He 
obtained it by precipitation from the gas- 
rie fluid by means of mercuric chloride, 
and the subsequent separation of the mer- 
cury. Wasmann, in 1839, extracted it 
from the mucous membrane of the hog’s 
stomach by means of aqueous maceration, 
precipitation with plumbic acetate, subse- 
quent freeing from the lead, leaving pep- 
sin in solution. This solution was treated 
| with alcohol, which effected its re-precipi- 
tation. Finally it was dried with a mod- 
erate heat, and reduced to powder. Vani- 
ous chemists gave their attention to the 
principle in after years, the most promi- 
nentinvestigators being Drs. Beale, Brucke, 
and Schaeffer; but it is to A, Petit that we 
owe most, for the very concise manner in 
which the subject was treated by him. The 
conversion of food into blood and tissue is 
effected through a series of chemical and 
molecular changes, with the aid of different 
secretions which nature provides by the 
The function of these 
organs preparatory to assimilation is 
termed digestion. I have carefully and 
minutely studied this important helper of 
the animal economy, and have found by 
the results of my experiments, some of 
which Iam about to bring before your 
notice, and also those taken at various 
times, that avery great difference exists in 
the value asa remedial agent of the various 
preparations of pepsin. I shall not take 
any particular make of pepsin, and, by 
comparison with other samples, hold up 
the gamo as the best preparation in the 
market, but simply take a few samples ob- 
tained from the principal makers in Lon- 
don and Germany.

Bermuda Arrowroot. 

The foliowing interesting particulars re- 
garding this article are by an old Bermuda 
planter : 

Tradition tells us that Bermuda arrow- 
root (so called) was originally found grow- 
ing wild in South America, from there it 
was taken to the West Indies, and so found 
its way to Bermuda. It is the root of Ma- 
ranta arundinacea, and was called Indian 
arrowroot, from the fact of its curing and 
expelling the poison that the Indians put 
upon their arrows. If those poisoned ar- 
rows made buta slight wound, it was cer- 
tain death if left to itself, but by taking 
the juice of this plant inwardly and apply- 
ing the bruised root outwardly over the 
wound, a certain cure resulted. This root, 
as a whole, contains many medicinal qual- 
ities, the juice, pulp and tarina having 
each peculiar properties. Sir Hans Sloane 
calls it Canna Indicaradice. Alba Alexi- 
pharmica, from its well-known virtues in 
expelling poisons, particularly those of the 
stings and bites of insects, etc. 

It is Lopez de Gormara’s counter-poison, 
and one of the ingredients of Hernandez’s 
Grand Elixir or Great Antidote ; he says he 
he has frequently seen this root given in 
malignant fevers with great success when 
all other things have failed. He has given 
it decocted, but he says that it is best in 
powders, in doses of from one to two 
drachms ; and he tells us that, although a 
very floury root, it may be kept for seven 
years, and no vermin will meddle with it, 
when all other roots are very apt to be de- 
stroyed by worms or weevils. 

No other arrowroot (except the West In- 
dian) possesses the same medicinal quali- 
ties. They are not arrowroot at all, being 
made from different kinds of 1oots ; as, for 
instance, East Indian arrowroot is made 
from the roots of Curcuma angustifolia, 
Brazilian arrowroot is cassava (Jatropha 
manihot), Portland arrowroot is from the 
wake robin (Arum maculatum), British ar- 
rowroot is simply potato starch, and so on 
to the end. 

Bermuda arrowroot is the most expensive 
crop with the exception of Tous les Mois 
that the planter has to deal with. Itis 
planted in May and is ripe in March and 
April, and this is how it gets advantage 
over the West Indies arrowroot, for from 
February to May we have cold winds 
ranging from northwest to east and often- 
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ces,” which he says are not added to give 
the article value, but most commonly 
to bring an exhorbitant profitto the manu- 
facturer. He then passes on to the fourth 
process for the preparation of pepsin, in a 
state of almost absolute purity: 

As in the other processes the mucous 
membrane isto be carefully washed; cut 
into small pieces (the smaller the better), 
macerate in about five times its weight of 
distilled water, and 5 per cent of alcohol 
added; ccnstantly agitate the mixture, and 
at the end of six hours filter the liquor and 
evaporate very gradually until dry enough 
for powdering. This is a very simple 
method, and one by which pepsin of great 
digestive power can be obtained. Another 
method, and the one I suggest as the best: 
Make an infusion of the mucous membranes 
of fresh stomachs, cutting them into the 
minutest portions. (And here let me state 
that most pepsin can be obtained from the 
stomach of an animal that has been kept 
from partaking of any food for at least six 
hours previous to its death.) I use dis- 
tilled water, and macerate for several days 
with frequent agitation, then set aside for 
24 hours, in order to allow the pieces of 
membrane to settle; draw off the clear 
liquid, and to it add an equal bulk ofa 
saturated solution of sodium chloride. Let 
the mixture now stand for six hours, and 
the pepsin will separate, and be found 
floating upon the surface; skim it off by 
the aid of a small strainer, in the same 
manner as cream is separated from milk; 
place it on a calico filter, and if bleached 
calico ke used let it be well scalded. When 
the precipitate has well drained, remove it 
to a fresh piece of calico, and apply strong 
pressure; dissolve the pressed pepsin in 
distilled water, and now add alcohol, 
which will reprecipitate it; drain and press 
as before, air dry, and then carefully dry 
by means of a water bath, at a temperature 
not much exceeding 90 deg. Fahr., and 
reduce the product to a fine powder. Pep- 
sin can be thus obtained as nearly ina 
state of purity as possible. 

So much for the preparation. Now let 
me draw your attention to the tests adopted 
to estimate the strength of different sam- 
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timesitis very cold. This is the time 
wken we manufacture arrowroot. The 
whole process is done in water; it is 
ground or turn into a pulp, then strained 
through three different’ sieves, each one 
finer than the other, then left to settle in 
the bottom of the tubs, it is then collected 
into one tub, then passed through the fine 
sieva into clean water; when settled the 
brown starch is taken off of the top of the 
white. This brown starch holds the same 
relationship to white starch as bran does 
to flour (it is much more astringent and 
more efficacious in bowel complaints than 
the white, and is used in preference by 
our people, but on account of its color 
there is no market for it outside of Ber- 
muda). The arrowroot-is then passed 
through more clean water, and a 
fine sieve for the last time, when 
it is settled hard in the tub; _ it 
is taken out, placed on cloths to 
harden, and then broken up fine on 
trays aud dries inthewindand sun. Four 
barrels of picked, . peeled and cleaned 
roots will yield in good season about one 
hundred pounds of good arrowroot, and 
will take from five to six puncheons of 
clean, soft or tank water, and will be about 
twenty-four hours in the water from the 
time of grinding till it is upon the cloths 
or drainers. As I have said, the West 
Indies arrowroot is made from the same

“Moonlighting” 1s a peculiar industry 
that owes its existence to the patent laws. 
The late Col. E. A. Roberts introduced the 
use of nitro-glycerine torpedoes in increas-

flowing wells of Oil Creek, after draining 
the petroleum pools of the lower field for 
three years, had exhausted tie supply, as 
was supposed, Col. Roberts experimented 
on an abandoned well with a quantity of 
nitro-glycerine, confined in a tin shell and 
exploded by concussion, The explosion 
was followed by a flow of oil, and the old 
well yielded thirty barrels a dsy for several 
years afterward. The nitro-glycerine had 
shattered the oil-bearing rock and opened 
While serving 



































out exposure to high degrees of heat, it 
should be tough and more elastic than the 
other forms of this substance. It should 
therefore make a most adhesive cement, 
and such is found to be the case. It is for 
this purpose swollen with cold water and 
then placed indiluted alcohol. The vessel 
containing it is then placed in cold water, 
which isto be heated to boiling, The 
jelly forms the cement, which may be kept 
from mouldiness and other change by the 
addition of a tew drops of any essential oil. 
It is the adhesive substance of court plaster. 
Gum ammoniac is sometimes introduced as 
by the Turks, who use the cement for fas- 
tening precious stones, mending broken 
porcelain, glass, etc. Isinglass has also 
been used for the window lights of vessels, 
being covered by a transparent varnish, 
which is not affected by moist air. Besides 
the methods already stated of detecting 
fraudulent mixtures with isinglass, the mi- 
croscope may be used to render the differ- 
ent textures apparent. The ash of isinglass 
seldom exceeds '¢ per cent, and is of a red 
color; that of gelatine is white, and in 
quantity not less than 3 per cent. 

There is now in the United States five isin- 
glass factories, with a combined capacity of 
about 4,500 cases, or 45,000 lbs, yearly. This 
is worth on an average $1 30 per Ib, or 
nearly $60,000. The best quality is made 
from hake sounds, that made from cod be- 
ing considered inferior. The sounds are 
purchased from fishermen along the coast

Isinglass is the best known form of 
edible gelatine.

The best is found 
among the varieties imported from Russia, 
particularly that which is brought to St.

Tlie varieties from the 
Ural and Siberia, are better. The Brazilian 
isinglass imported from Para and Maran- 
ham, is obtained in various forms, dis- 
tinguished as pipe, lump and honeycomb. 
It appears to be the product of different 
kinds of fish, and to be prepared with 
little care. Itis largely used in brewing 
establishments in fining liquors, und 
though it is too impure for domestic uses, 
there isno doubt that it is largely em- 
ployed toadulterate the better articles. 
Its presence may be detected by the isin- 
glass fuiling to dissolve readily and com- 
pletely in hot water, and by its forming 
with it a milky and opalescent jelly, in 
which may be observed the insoluble shreds 
common to the Brazilianarticle. Its smell

Dare-Devil Moonlighters. 

The following from. correspondence in 
the the New York Sun of recent date, throws 
some light on a peculiar kind of business 
in the regions—it says: ‘‘I'wo men were 
trout fishing in a stream near Sheffield, in 
the Warren oil region, a few days ago. A 
partridge, frightened from her nest by the 
approach of the fishermen, flew from a 
clump of bushes near the edge of the 
creek. One of the anglers drew his pistol 
and fired after the bird. The report of the 
pistol was followed by an explosion that 
shook the aarth. Both men were prostra: 
ted. A large hemlock tree was shattered 
as though it had been struck by lightning. 
Earth and stones were showered about in 


all directions, The astonished and fright- 
ened men arose to their feet as soon as 
they could collect their senses. Ten rods

The roads of the oil regions would scarcely 
be called roads elsewhere. When not hub 
deep with mud, they are stretches of deep 
ruts and gulleys and projecting rocks. 
Drawn by powerful horses, these wagons, 
loaded with sixty ora hufidred quarts of 
one of the most destructive explosives 
known, and which a sudden jar is at any 
momeat likely to explode, ure driven by 
their reckless owners over these roads in 
the darkest nights at the top of their horses’ 
speed. The men work at night always. 
They are called moonlighters, but the ab-~ 
sence of the moon does not prevent them 
from undertaking a job. The Roberts 
Company has a wonderful detective system, 
which is constantly employed in ferreting 
out the trespassers in the torpedo patent. 
It frequently happens that a moonlighter 
is spotted as he ‘starts out on one of his 
nocturnal missions. The moonlighter 
rarely fails to be aware oi the fact when he 
is followed by one of Roberts’ men. Then 
it is a race between the two. If the moon- 
lighter cannot evade the detective and fin- 
ish his job, he manages to secrete his 
nitro-glycerie in the vushes, old buildings, 
baras or other out-buildings of farms, or 
in any place where he is most likely to be 
able to recover it for use on a more auspl- 
cious occasion. Thus it happens that these 
dangerous storehouses are liable to” be 
come upon at any time by people passing 
through the woods or along the streams, or 
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by the farmers whose premises have been 
utilized. 

The cost of torpedoing a well under the 
Roberts patent averages $250. The moon- 
lighter will shoot it for less than half of 
that. Thus the saving effected if the work 
is not discovered, is a great temptation to 
a certain class of producers. If detected, 
however, the penalty is heavy. The Rob- 
erts price for the torpedoing must be paid, 
and whatever damages may be assessed. 
If the well is an old one, and has been 
shot to increase its yield, the value of the 
increased yield up to the time the damages 
are assessed is added to the cost of de- 
tected illicit torpedoing. 

When a nitro-glycerine wagon is met on 
the road, every other vehicle gives it all the 
way its driver sees fittoask. ‘The carry- 
ing of this explosive in any but the wagons 
arranged for its transportation, is forbid- 
den by Jaw, but it is not an uncommon 
thing to see some dare devi! driver jolting 
over the rough roads with cans of it knock- 
ing about in the bottom of an ordinary 
wagon. Carrying nitro-glycerine through 
towns is punishable by heavy fines; but 
as it requires rather a bold officer to chase 
a man who is carrying with him material 
that may explode at any moment, it is not 
an exceedingly rare sight to see drivers on 
their way to wells taking a short and easier 
cut through towns and villages with their 
stock of nitro-glycerine. A driver was 
some time ago discovered passing through 
one of the Bradford suburbs with a load of 
nitro-glycerine. The residents protested, 
and an officer halted the man to arrest 
him. The driver took one of his cans, 
raised it above his head, and informed the 
crowd that if any one attempted to inter- 
fere with him that he would throw the can 
against a rock by the roadside, and not 
three feet away. The man was a moon- 
lighter, and from his reputation the erowd 
believed that he would like nothing better 
than blowing up the town and its inhabi- 
tants, even if he disappeared in pieces at 
the same time; so they allowed him to 
pass on.” 
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An Oil Strike in Canada, 

For a year or two back the center of oil 
production has been gradually shifting 
away from Petrolia in the direction of 
Sarnia, and most of the big strikes lately 
made have been inthe Rainsberry settle- 
ment, on the town line of Moore and 
Sarnia, whlch is nearer to Sarnia than _it is 
to’ Petrolia. ‘Yhe opinion has been for 
some time back fully expressed that Sarnia 
township was good oil territory, and some 
weeks ago a syndicate was formed in that 
town to put a test well down on the 
McGregor farm, in Sarnia township, a 
couple of miles out of the town, and sev- 
eral miles westward of any previous oil 
discovery. Oil was struck at about 600 
feet, and the owners began to pump on 
Monday, since which time the well has 
been yielding about ten barrels a day, and 
the oil is pronounced by experts to be of 
better quality than any that is produced 
elsewhere in Canada. This conclusive 
demonstration that Sarnia is within the 
oil region has created great excitement in 
the town. The lucky owners of the well 
are being interviewed by everybody gen- 
erally. Visitors ate flocking out to the 
well insuch crowds that a ’bus line is to be 
put on, and itis expected that thirty oil 
wells will be under way in the new oil 
territory in as many days. The discovery 
of the new oil field turned attention to the 
test well which was put down for salt on 
the river bank here afew years ago, and 
which it was said at the time gave indica 
tions of oil. A number of the citizens 
went up and exanined it, and found that 
oil and gas were bubbling outof the mouth 
of the well, and that the margin of the well 
was saturated with oil. Mr. King, the 
owner of the well, at once determined to 
have the well preperly tested, and an ex- 
perienced operator is to go to work imme- 
diately and give it a thorough test. If the 
result*should justify expectations it will 
intensify the boom, and Sarnia, from its 
advantages of location and commupication, 
may soon be expected to take its place as 
he ojl metropolis of the Dominion

this convenience of buying paints mixed 
with oil and tinted ready for the brush is a 
consideration which is likely to do more 
for the sale of those compounds than mere 

coraparative cheapness, of price, though 
the latter no doubt will often prove a 
temptation to buy an inferior paint, the 
utter worthlessness of which it will require 
but little exposure to the weather to dem- 
onstrate. So long as we have the rapid 
settlement of new territory a field will be 
afforded for the more worthless compounds 
offered under the guise of ready mixed 
paints But the permanence of this trade 
depends upon the production of a class oi 
goods equal in some essential respects at 


least to that well established pigment, 
white lead. There are now in the country 
fully one hundred manufacturers ot 
ready mixed paints. There is no way of 
estimating ther quantity of their annual 
products, but it would obviously take the 
place of some thousands of tons of lead. 
And yet all the corroders in the country 
are actively employed, and in the quantity 
sold this will undoubtedly be the largest 
year ever known to the industry. It would 
seem, therefore. that both mixed paints 
and white lead have their separate places 
in the trade, and that whatever quantity of 
one may be displuced by the other in the 
competition for the established trade, will 
be offset by the steady growing consump- 
tion of each throughout the country, 
——— 
Some Modern Improyements in the 
Manufacture of Paints and Varnishes. 

A writerin a foreign exchange in com- 
menting upon the various changes and 
improvements that have been made in the 
manufacture of paints and varnishes dur- 
ing the last few years, gives some interest- 
ing facts concerning the more marked 
alterations in the different processes. In 
regard to white lead, the most important 
pigment, in many respects, used by paint- 
ers, he says that there have been several 
variations of the long-used processes of 
manufacture. Probably the most notable 
of these isthe modern German process, 
‘carried out in masonry chambers of con- 
siderable dimensions, instead of the small 
earthen pots of the ancient Dutch method, 
steam, vapor of acetic acid, air and carbon 
dioxide being introduced in regulated 
amounts to act upon-thin plates of cast 
lead, In connection with the processes in 
which, with a view to extension of surface, 
lead is used in pulverulent form instead of 
in plates, may be mentioned the method 
of pulverizing the metal, patented by an 
American firm, by means of a jet of high 
pressure steam driven through a falling 
stream of molten lead. When pulverulent 
lead is used for the after manufacture there 
is always some risk of particles of metals 
escaping complete corrosion, and,on being 
ground up, injuring the whiteness of the 
resulting paint. White oxychloride of 
lead is, or was very recently, still manu- 
factured, but does not play a very 
important part in the general supply. 

Zine white has grown into much more 
extensive use than formerly, and the pro- 
duction of the oxide represents a valuable 
industry. Within the last few years a 
white oxysulphide of zinc,approximating in 
composition to 5ZnS ZnO, has been brought 
forward, made by precipitating sulphate 
or chloride of zinc solution with a soluble 
sulphide, roasting the product slightly at 
acherry red heat, raking out from the 
furnace into water, grinding finely, and 
drying. Its beauty of appearance and 

covering power are very highly spoken 
of. Mixtures of zinc sulphide with barium 
sulphate, of generally similar character, 
have also been placed in the market. The 
production of lampblack of great purity 
and beauty, from the smothered combus- 
tion of the natural hydrocarbon gas of the 
petroleum region, is a comparatively new 
industry; this material is, however, too 
dear for general house painters’ purposes, 
and is more used for choice printing ink 
than asa pigment. Among the red colors, 
lead oxychromate has come to be manufac- 
tured pretty largely, asa spurious substi- 
tute forand adulterant of yermilion, and 
under various trade names as an independ.

made with aniline colors, have come into 
use to some extent. Among blue pig- 
ments, the greatest extension of manufac- 
ture has occurred with ultramarine, not 
only as regards the very large quantity 
now annually turned out, but also the 
variety ot tints obtained, reaching from 
blue toa distinct violet and a tolerable 
red, as well asthe long known green. A 
pu erof last year by Heinze (Polylechn. 
Journ , 231, 366) illustrates the wide varia- 
tion astoamount of product and cost 
from the different mixtures of materials in 
usé among ultramarine manufacturers. 
Ot green colors, Guignet’s green (chromic 
oxide) has come to be made more largely 
and of much greater brilliancy than for- 
merly, but must still be counted among 
the dearer pigments. Barium manganate 
has been introduced asa green pigment, 
and is said to exhibit much greater perma- 
nence than might have b.en expected from 
its composition. 

In careful hands, the boiling of linseed 
oilis improved by keeping the tempera- 
ture down tothe lowest necessary noint, 
using steam heat instead of an open fire, 
though much of the boiled oil of commerce 
shows the effect of ov erheating and need- 
less darkening in color. Manganese borate 
and other substances have come into use 
as “driers,” but no very notable improve- 
ment in this direction has beeh announced. 
Mixed distemper colors have been ren- 
dered capable of preservation for some 
time before use by addition of carbolic 
acid in small quantity to the animal size. 
Soluble glass solution has been used to 
some extent in the production of a kind 
of emulsion as a vebicle for paints for out- 
side use. 

Probably the most noteworthy change 
in the manufacture of varnishes has been 
the extension of use of damaa and kauri 
resin, in the treatment of which, however, 
much remains to be done, in order to se- 
cure a thoroughly satisfactory product. 
The large amount of kauri resin obtain- 
able in New Zealand, and its moderate 
price, render it well worth more careful 
examination as to its solvents, and the 
conditions under which they should be 
used. It is said that more informution on 
this subject has already been obtained by 
certain manufacturers than has been pub- 
lished. The method of Violette for ren- 
dering copal, kauri, etc., more teadily 
soluble by preliminary fusion in closed 
vessels at well regulated temperature is 
apparently of real value.

Mode of Purifying Oils, 


Oils in their natural state are always 
more or less impure, and some of them so 
viscous as to be quite inapplicable to the 
lubrication of machinery or to illuminat- 
ing purposes, without previous purifica- 
tion. The impurities consist, for the most 
part, of albuminous, mucous, gelatinous, 
and coloring matters. A great part of the 
mucilaginous matters, and all bodies 
merely in a state of suspension, are depos- 
ited by repose for a short time; but, in or- 
der completely to clarify the o1l, it is neces- 
sary to employ other means. The method 
most generally adopted is that suggested 
by Thenard. Sulphuric acid, for example. 
in the proportion of 1 to 2 per cent of the 
oil, acts as a purifying agent, precipitating 
the mucilage and parenchymatous mat- 
ters: first by its powerful dehydrating ac. 
tion, it removes the water by which the 
substances were held in solution in the oil, 
and afterwards chars the mucous matters 

themselves, thus rendering themselves in- 
soluble, or otherwise effecting their de- 
struction. The oil itself is, to a small ex- 
tent, acted upon. It becomes green’ or 
dark-brown, and after some time yields a 
deposit of the same cclor, becoming itself 
bright and clear. 

Thenard’s purifying process, as improved 
by Cogar, is conducted as follows : The oil 
is heated to 212 deg. Fahr. by steam ina 
copper pan. When sufficiently hot, from 
1 to 2 per cent of sulphuric acid is gradu- 
ally poured in, with constant and violent 
agitation. As the action of the acid de- 


pends more or less upon the amount of 
contact between the two liquids, as well as 
upon the degree of heat, Cogan’s improve- 
ment consists in blowing steam through the

Linseed oil, City crushed, from domestic seed, 
is steadily held at previous quotations, notwith- 
standing the break in the seed market. The de- 
mand is reported to be very brisk and though the 
sales individually are mostly of small quantities, 
the aggregate transactions ure large. The larger 
sales bring 50c, but 51@52c are the quotations 
for small lots. New process oil is selling ina 
jobbing way at 50@51c, but no large transac- 
tions have come within our notice. Calcutta 
seed oil is quoted at 58c by the only two crash- 
ers who are now running on East India seed. 
The stock is not large and crushers are not 
forcing sales. ‘The demand is wholly of a job- 
bing nature. Western oil is offered on the spot 
here at 49c, anda shade less would be accepted 
from larger buyers. A Cincinnati correspondent, 
under date of June 18th, writes us as follows: 
“There is an improved feeling in linseed oil, 
with a large consumption going on throughout 
the West. This, together with the strong market 
for flaxseed. has encouraged the opinion that the 
price is at the bottom, and some white lead man- 
ufacturers and other large buyers have appeared 
in the market as purchasers of round lots at cur- 
rent figures.’’ Since the above was written the 
flaxseed market has declined, but the Western 
oil market is not reported to be lower. 

Crude cottonseed oil is very scarce on the spot, 
and but little addition to the stock is expected 
during the remainder of the season. The de- 
mand, however, is not urgent, as refiners and 
consumers have sufficient to supply their present 
wants, and will buy only when specially advan- 
tageous rates are offered, or at prices holders do 
not, in the present condition of the market, care 
to accept. The oil on the spot is of low grades 
and inferior quality, anu is quoted at a range of 
29@35c for poor to best. Only a few small sales 
are reported. 

Summer yellow cottonseed oil is still in very 
light supply on the spot, and though the market 
is without any marked change, it is so sensitive, 
that any increase in the demand would imme- 
diately cause an advance. At present consumers 
are inclined to buy in a hand-to-mouth manner, 
and the only sale of interest we have to note is 
100 bbls of the best low grade stock at 43c. 
Small jobbing sales also reported at 42@43c, and 
even up to 50c has been paid for small lots of 
moderately fair quality.

The destruction of the Collier Co.’s castor oil 

works at St. Louis has served to direct renewed 

attention to the other great establishments ‘en- 
gaged in the production of this oil, among which 
that of Messrs. H. J. Baker & Bro., of this city, 
must be reckoned in the front rank.

Besides their castor oil works in Jersey City, 
Messrs. Baker & Bro. have also a chemical works 
on the Gowanus Canal in Brooklyn, where they 
carry on the refining of camphor, borax, salt- 
petre, ete., with equal care and success, their 
saltpetre especially having been made the sub- 
ject of a special mention by the delegates of the 
French government at the Philadelphia Exposi-

The dye market for the week under review has 
shown some improvement over the week previ- 
ous, though purchases are mostly to supply im- 
mediate wants, buyers evincing no disposition to 
make contracts. Reports from the mills indi- 
cate a quiet feeling, and most of them are run- 
ning on short time. Large quantities of goods in 
the gray are awaiting orders for dyeing’ but they 
will probably not be called for till the latter part 
of July or August, at which time fall and winter 
styles will be definitely settled. The mills feel 
confident of a large coming trade, for the reason 
that the severe*and protracted winter through 
which we have just passed has largely exhausted 
stocks throughout the country, and retail dealers 
will therefore be compelled to stock heavily. 
Prices are all moderately firm for dyestuffs, as 
the market is suffiaiently active to deter dealers 
from making sacrifices. 

Indigo is in the same position as at the date of 
our last. Noinvoices are wanted, and transac- 
tions are wholly of a retail nature. Stocks are 
only fair, and holders are firm in their views, pre- 
ferring to hold for a prospective fall demand 
than offer at low figures. Sales of Bengals have 
aggregated some 15 cases low grade to good. 
Gautemalas have not moved. The soft kinds are 
steady at former quotations, and some 12 cases 
have sold within the range. 

Cochineal is weak and inactive, and we hear of 
no sales. Prices aie unchanged, as they are 
about as low as holders are willing to sell at. 

Cutch has been quiet for the week, and we 
learn of only jobbing sales of 7@7%éc. Sales 
foot up a few hundred bales at those figures, al- 
though we hear _ lots offering at 64é¢c. 

@ambier has moved to a moderate extent, but 
no large lots found sale. The lots changing 
hands have been On the basis of 4@44¢c, and 
holders are firm in their views. 

Sicily sumac has sold during the week to the 
extent of 12 to 15 tons at $80 per ton. No dis- 
position is apparent on the part of buyers to 
make large [purchases, but spot lots are firmly 
held at $77.50@80.00, according to quantity. 

Logwood has shown somewhat more activity 
during the week and some 1500 tons have found 
sale. Mostly Gonaives and Port de Paix to ar- 
rive, at $24.50@25.50 per ton. Stocks on spot are 
large. 

Fustic has moved in a small way for consump- 
tive demands, and 46 tons Mexican at $22.50 and 
30 tons Cuba on private terms have found sale. 

Annatto seed is weaker, owing to a lack of 
demand. The season for seed is about ever and 
holders are therefore willing to make concessions 
and 8@11c are now the asking prices. Stocks on 
spot are not large and but little is expected. 

Madder is not wanted to a large extent and 
sales making are of a jobbing nature, no large 
buyers being in the market. Stocks are full and 
holders inclined to make shadings, though there 
is no quotable change in prices.

close. 

Dyewood extracts have sold quite freely dur- 
ing the week to meet current wants, and dealers 
are not inclined to complain. Owing to the reg- 
ular demand prices remain firm, and there is lit- 
tle disposition to offer shadings. Our quotations 
are unchanged. 

Chipped dyewoods are quiet, but a fair trade 
has transpired since our last, and more inquiry is 
noticed. <A slightly firmer tone is reported, 
though no advance has occurred. A hopeful 
feeling pievails, and a large fall and winter busi- 
ness is looked forward to.

Sumac, ese. The species of sumac are numerous, 


and maby are ornamental, those of the 
Cape of Good Hope especially being suited 
for the green-house, possessing, as they do, 
evergreen foliage. The Venetian sumac or 
smoke plant is a native of southern Eu- 
rope, and is cultivated largely in Italy un- 
der the name of scolino, for tanning pur- 
poses, A species allied to this is found in 
the interior of Alabama, A species from 
Japan has in times past received much at- 
tention from the notion that the wax ob- 
tained from its fruit might be profitably 
employed. Itis described as a shrub ten 
to fifteen feet high, similar in appearance 
to the varnish sumac, and bearing a berry 
or drupe, ovate, white, which is about the 
size of a cherry, and incloses a smooth nut, 
On boiling the berries, the wax rises to the 
surface of the water in the form of a con- 
crete volatile oil. It has been used for 
making ornamental candles. Investiga- 
tions have shown that this substance, when 
cool, has the whiteness and apparent;pu- 
rity of bleached beeswax, from which, how- 
ever, it differs in various particulars, melt- 
ing at 127 deg., and parting with its fatty 
substances in alcohol at different tempera- 
tures. It has also been found that, after 
the alcohol has extracted all it can, a hard, 
dry wax is likewise obtained by ether. The 
sumacs possess various economical proper- 
ties, several species being employed in tan- 
ning. The bark of the smooth sumac is 
used as a mordant for red colors, and is 
considered a febrifuge. The fruit of the 
Venetian sumac is astringent, and its wood, 
under the name of young fustic, is used in 
dyeing a bright-yellow color. A poisonous 
variety found in Florida yields a gum 
which has powerful emetic, purgative and 
diuretic qualities. The root of the stags- 
horn sumac is administered in fevers, and 
the juice of the poisonous sumac stains 
linen an indelible brown. 


Sumac or sumach is the name given to 
shrubs of the natural order of anacardia- 
cew, in which are also included lofty trees 
of the same class. ‘These shrubs and trees 
are divided into several species, having a 
resinous or milky acrid juice, alternate, 
dotless leaves without stipules, and small 
flowers imbricated in the bud either polyg- 
amous or pentrandrous. Their ovary is 
one-celled and one-ovuled, the stigmas are 
three. The seeds are exalbuminous, and 
are borne on a curved stalk, attached to 
the bottom of the cell. There are several 
forms of sumac in the old world, such as 
the cashew nut, hog-plum, mango, pista- 
chio, etc., but in the United States there is 
but one genus, to which the name rhus is 
applied, owiag to the reddish color of the 
berries. Among the most prominent is 
the staghorn sumac, a tall shrub growing 
sometimes to the height of 25 feet. It has 
crooked, irregular branches; its leaves, 
pinnate, are of many pairs, and are hairy 
on the under side. The leaflets are ob- 
long, lanceolate and sharply serrate. The 
peticoles and the younger branchcs are 
eovered with down like the horns of the 
young stag, from which resemblance it de- 
rives itsname, The leaves turn toa rich 
red color in the fall, tinted with yellow, 
orange and purple. The flowers, which 
are of a yellowish-green color, are diw- 

_ cious. The calyx is short, hairy, and has 
pointed, erect segments ; the petals, which 
are of the same color, are ovate-concave. 
There are five stamens, short and erect, 
with large anthers, filled with orange pol- 
len. In the fertile flowers the stamens are 
either wanted or are else very minute ; the 
atigmas are three, and are purple crowning 
ahairy crimson germ. The fruit is of a 
rich scarlet, turning purple, and persistent 
throughout the winter. The wood is of a 
yellowish-green eolor, and is fbrittle, soft 






























































The Potato Starch Industry. 


A correspondent in a recent number of 
Colton gives the following interesting facts 
about the manufacture of potato starch in 
New England :— 

One of the industries of the ‘‘ way-down- 
cast people, is the manufacture of starch 
from potatos. The industry formerly ex- 
tended to a greater part of New Hampshire 
and the older settled and more easily ac- 
cessible portions of Maine. But as the 
building of railroads into and through the 
agricultural sections provided better facil- 
ities for reaching distant markets, such 
large quantities of potatos were shipped 
that the price rose, and their manufacture 
into starch became a losing business. The 
old factories now work up yearly buta 
small ;ortion of the crop, and prosecute 
the business spasmodically. When the de- 
mand for eating potatos is slight, the 
factories can purchase at reasonable prices, 
but when the demand for export is good, 
the factories are unable to work profitably. 

The first starch factory in Aroostook 
region was erected at Caribou, in 1872, by 
a Massachusetts man, and was operated 
with such success {that soon many others 
went into the business, until at the present 
time there are some 25 factories running, 


nothing being left but the potato skin and 
the broken walls of the starch cells, This 
refuse is carried in long spouts out of the 
building into the river. It is regarded as 
entirely worthless for any purposé whatever 
—not fit for manure even. 

The starch used in solution is carried by 
other spouts into another portion of the 
building, and run into large vats like those 
seen inatannery. Here in the course of 
twenty-four hours the starch settles or 
separates from the water, falling to the 
bottom. The water is then drawn off by 
means of faucets, Jeaving the starch as a 
semi-solid, pasty mass,which is shoveled up 
into large boxes, raised by windlass to the 
upper part of the building, where it is 
“dumped” into cars and wheeled away 
over a long platform, to the ‘drying 
house,” which must be ata distance from 
the other buildings. Here it is thrown 
upon a floor made of ‘‘scantlings” nailed 
down with spaces between each of about 
2!, inches. The heat coming up from the 
furnaces in the basement rapidly dries the 
mass, which, falling apart, drops through 
to a floor below—the latter having narrower 
spaces. Falling through several of these 
floors it arrives at last to the receiving 
boxes a fine powder ready to be put in the 
casks. This process of pulverization is 
somewhat hastened by raking and stirring 
about by the men in charge. 

In the manufacture of starch especial at- 
tention has to be given to the purity of the 
water used, for fear the sfarch may become 
discolored by sediments and impurities. 
The temperature of the water-may also be 
taken into consideration, lest it be too 
warm. Ihave known instances in summer 
when the water used in a starch factory be- 
came so warm that the starch would not 
settle till ice in generous quantities had 
been put in the vats. 

Manufacturers also have to take into con- 
sideration the quality of the potatos used. 
Experience has taught our starch-makers 
that certain varieties are rich in starch and 
profitable to use, while others are deficient 
in starch. It is further proved that much 
depends on the season—whether it is wet 
or dry. In wet seasons the potato may 
grow rapidly, and to a very large size, but 
the starch-maker loses because they are 
purchased by weight, while each bushel 
has less starch than potatos grown in a dry 
season and less rapidly. The larger and 
more mature the tuber, other things being 
equal, the better it is for the starch manu- 
facturer. 

The Aroostook County starch factories 
are now operated only in the autumn, and 
the potatos are usually bought at about 20 
cents for 63 pounds. From one bushel of 
sixty-three pounds nine to ten pounds of

Probably the largest and most complete 
potato starch factory in the world is at 
Presque Isle. The proprietors have four 
others in the vicinity, using about 320,000 
bushels of potatos every autumn, 


A good starch factory in this section costs 
from $4,500 to $6,000, with a capacity of 
grinding 1,500 bushels every twenty-four 
hours. The necessary machinery costs 
here from $1,500 to $2,000. This expendi- 
ture establishes a first-class mill in all its 
details. The lumber used is nearly all 
rough and unplained. 

The loads of potatos as they come in 
from the country are received in an upper 
story of the factory, weighed and ‘‘ dumped 
in the basement. From here they are 
carried to a long trough, through which pass- 
es a wooden cylinder; from this project sev- 
eral arms which slowly revolve, keeping the 
potatos constantly in motion while streams 
of water continually fall upon the mass, 
escaping fromthebottom. These revolving 
arms gradually move the potatos to one end 
of the tank. Here they fall into the grater 
as clean as itis possible to wash them by 
hand. The grater is an iron cylinder with 
projecting points which crushes, grinds 
and pulverizes the potatos into a pulp. 
The pulp falls upon a long sieve in motion, 
and upon this is constantly falling a shower 
of pure water, which washes down through 
the meshes of the sieve all of the starch,

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starch are made—depending, to a certain 
extent, upon the conditions above stated. 
Starch has sold within a few yearsin Boston 
for six cents per pound, though at present 
it is about three and one-halt cents. 
Present indications seem to be that a lar- 
ger potato crop will be raised this year than 
ever before. In Maine they can be produced 
~ at a net cost of 1214 cents per bushel, and, 
while farmers can realize double whats 
crop costs them, they are very apt to con- 
tinue the business, though with the advent 
of a railroad into the Aroostook Valley this 
year the locality where the most starch is 
now made, there is room to predict a larger 
exportation of potatos then sold to the 
factories. Thus it will be seen that the 
building of a little railroad ‘‘down East’ 
may affect vitally the future market of an 
important mill supply. °

Nitric Acid. 


This is one of the most ‘important 
chemical agencies employed in the arts 
and manufacturing ; agencies due to the 
property which it possesses of yielding 
very freely a notable proportion of its 
oxygen to substances having an affinity for 
the same, a property which renders 1t one 
ot the most energetic of ‘oxidizing agents. 
On this account, as well as because of its 
cheapness, its use for oxidizing purposes 
in the laboratory is extensive, 
































































generally occurs in compact, granular, or 
earthy masses, mixed with quartz or feld- 
spar. Small crystals are found in cavities, 
and are either rhombohedrons, with angles 
of 89 deg. 10 min., and thus nearly cubes, 
or those with the polar angles replaced by 
the basal plane. The specific gravity varies 
from 2.58 to 2.752, the compact varieties 
being the lighter. Its hardness is 3.5 to 4, 
or rather softer than fluorspar. It has oa 
distinct cleavage perpendicular to the axis 
of the rhombohedron, and conchoidal frao- 
ture in other directions. The pure varie- 
ties are white and colorless, but it is often 
colored greyish, yellowish, or reddish. The 
crystuls decrepitate before the blow pipe, 
but are infusible as well asthe compact alu- 
nite. The alum is extracted from this min- 
eral by repeated roasting and treating with 
water. The absence of iron accounts for 
the superior purity for which the Roman 
alum was long celebrated. Alum slate isa 
far more abundant substance, occurring in 
beds in different formations. Thus it is 
common in the old Palwozoic or Silurian 
strata of Scandinavia and Scotland. Gen- 
erally it is distinctly slaty, but sometimes 
forms rounded balls or concretions. It 
contaips much carbonaceous matter, and 
hence its color is greyish or bluish-black. 
It has a dull lustre, and is soft and sectile. 
It contains much disseminated iron pyrites, 
and on decomposition in the air yields sul- 
phate of irun, and alum as an efflorescence

many of the common metals renders it use- 
ful in etching steel,’copper, bronze, and the 
like In the manufacture of sulphuric acid, 
it is introduced for the purpose of effecting 
the oxidation of the sulphurous acid given 
off in the burning of sulphur, or roasting 
of pyrites, to sulphuric acid. It has the 
property of yielding, with certain organic 
substances, what are called nitro-com- 
pounds, which are of great value in the 
arts. So, for example, nitro-cellulose (gun 
cotton), nuitro-glycerine, nitro-benzole, 
nitro-mannite, and a number of analogous 
products are found. Owing to its power- 
ful oxidizing action, it acts powerfully 
upon coloring matters, and on this account 
‘has some important applications in dye:ng. 
By prolonged treatment with nitric acid, 
starch, cellulose (wood fiber), and sugar, 
are converted into oxalic acid ; very dilute 
acid converts starch into dextrine. The 
fact that it will not attack gold, while 
energetically dissolving nearly all the other 
metals, has long been taken advantage of 
in the arts, in assaying and metallurgy, to 
separate gold from silver and base metals. 

Nitric acid is employed in the chemical 
industries in great quantities in the manu- 
facture of an immense number of chemical 
products, in addition to those we have 
already named. Of these, some of the 
more important are: the preparation of 
picric acid from carbolic acid, naphthaline 
yellow from naphthaline ; the manufacture 
of nitro-benzole, nitro-toluol, and ‘phthalic 
acid ; the preparation of nitrate of silver 
(lunar caustic), arsenic acid, fulminate of 
mercury, and, generally speaking ot the 
salts known as nitrates. 

This acid is now manufactured chiefly 
from the nitrate of soda brought in great 
quantities from Chili and Peru, and is 
effected by decomposing this salt by sul- 
phuric acid.— Mining Journal. .; 


Many of tne shales or siate clays in the 
coal formation contain much iron pyrites, 
and these also produce alum when acted 
on by the atmosphere, Such are those 
used for manufacturing alum at Campsic 
and other places near Glasgow. Where 
they contain much bituminous matter they 
show ashining resinous streak and gray- 
ish-black color, and are named bituminous 
shales. These burn when heated witha 
great flame and sulphurous odor. Several 
native varieties of sulphate of alumina and 
soda alum occur in South America, some 
of the most remarkable of which 1t may be 
proper to specify: 1. Sulphate of alumina 
or alunogene was first found at Rio Sal- 
danha, but is now obtained from several 
places in Europe and America. The colonis 
white here and there, tinged yellow, obvi- 
ously from external impurities. It occurs 
in fine crystalline needles; lustre silky ; 
taste that of alum, but stronger; specific 
gravit 1.6 to 1.7 ; soft, and before the blow- 
pipe behaves like alum. 


2. Soda alum occurs in the province of 
San Juan, situated to the no:th of Menza, 
on the east side of the Chilian Andes,at about 
30 deg. south latitude. The alum is white 
and composed of fibres adhering longitu- 
dinally and having a certain breadth, but 
very thin. It bears some resemblance to 
fibrous gypsum, but it is harder, not being 
scratched by the nail, though the knife 
scratches it with great ease. It is sectile. 
The outer fibres are white and only slightly 
translucent, as if they had lost a portion of 
their water, but the internal fibres are 
transparent, and heve a silky aspect. 
It tastes precisely like alum, and is very 
soluble, water at the temperature of 60 
deg. dissolving 3773 parts of it, aad 
boiling water dissolving any quantity 
whatever. When exposed to heat it be- 
haves very neatly as common alum. 

3. There is a mineral called aluminite, 
which was observed in the environs of 
Halle many years ago. This, if it were 
sufficiently abundant, would constitute an 
excellent material for the manufacture of 
alum. Its color is snow white. It occurs 
in reniform pieces of greater or smaller 
size; fracture fine earthy; dull; streak 
glistening; opaque, adheres feebly to the

1544. England possessed no alum works 
till the reign of CharlesI. Thomas Chul- 
oner, son of Dr. Chaloner, while hunting 
on & common in Yorkshire, took notice of 






























the soil and herbage, and tasted the water. 
He found them similar to what he had seen 
in Germany where alum works were 
established, and accordinly got a patent 
from Charles I. for an alum work. Since 
that time various alum works have been 
established in Great Britain. Several alum 
factories exist in Sweden, particularly in 
West Gothland. Various minerals are em- 
pleyed in the mannfacture of alum, but by 
far the most important of them are the fol- 
lowing three: alum stone, alum slate, and 
bituminous shale. Alum stone appears to 
be produced by the action of sulphurous 
vapors on the feldspars they contain, and

It consists of alumina, sulphuric acid and 
water. 

Pour different processes are employed in 
the manufacture of alum, according to the 
nature of the mineral from which the alum 
is to be extracted. The process employed 
at Talfa is the simplest of all. If the Talfa 
stony be constantly kept moistened with 
water for about two months, it falls to 
powder of itself and yields alum by lixivi- 
ation. But this is not the process em- 
ployed by the manufacturers. The alum 


stone is broken into small pieces and piled 
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on the top of a perforated dome in which a 
wood fire is kindled. The smoke and 


flame of the wood penetrate through the | 


pieces of alum stone, and a sulphurous 
odor is diseugaged, owing to the decompo- 
sition of a portion of the sulphuric acid in 
the stone. This roasting is twice per- 
formed, the pieces of or. which were the 
first time at the edge of the dome being 
placed in the middle. The process 
of roasting this stone requires consid- 
eruble attention. If the heat be too great 
the quality of yielding alum is destroyed. 
If the heat be too small the stone does not 
readily fall to powder. There can be little 
doubt but that the unroasted stone would 
yield more alum than the roasted; but 
probably the additional labor required in 
the latter case would more than swallow 
up the increase of product. 
stone which has now acquired a reddish 
color, is placed in rows between trenches 
filled with water. This liquid is so fro- 
quently sprinkled on it that the stone is 
always moist.In two or three days it falls to 
powder like slaked quicklime, but the daily 
watering is continued fora month. The 
success of this part of the operation is said 
to depend very much upon the weather— 
when the weather is rainy the alum is all 
washed out and little or nothing left for 
the manufacturer to extract. When the 
stone has by this process been reduced to 
a sufficiently fine powder, it is thrown into 
a leaden boiler filled two-thirds with water. 
During the boiling the powder is fre- 
quently stirred up, and the water that 
evaporates is replaced. When the boiling 
has been continued a sufficient time the 
fire is withdrawn and time allowed for the 
earthy matter to subside to the bottom. A 
cock is then opened which allows the clear 
liquor to flow into deep wooden square 
vessels, so made that they can be easily 
taken to pieces. Here the alum gradually 
crystallizes and attaches itself to the bot- 
tom and_ sides of the vessel. The mother 
liquid is then drawn off into shallower 
wooden troughs, where more alum crystals 
are deposited. The liquid has now a red 
color and is muddy, and the last alum crys- 
tals are muddy with this red matter. They 
are washed clean in the mother liquor, 
which is finally pumped into a trough and 
used in subsequent processes. The alum 
obtained at Talfa is known by the name of 
Roman alum, and is in very high estima- 
tion. It is always mixed with a little 
reddish powder matter, which is easily 
separated from it. .

Is It Robbery? 

The Bradford Star,in a recent article, 
says : 

The statements made by Mr. Geo. Rice, 
in his last interesting communication to 
the Or, Parnt anD DruG Reporter, which 
was reprinted in the Star of Friday, caused 
considerable excitement among people of 
the oil trade generally. Among other 
things of great importance to ;the retail 
dealers, Mr. Rice made this statement : 

Then, there is another source from which 
they receive large revenues, namely, over- 
gauging and s ortage; that is to say, sup- 
pose a barrel of oil is gauged or marked 
up jour gallons more than it can possibly 
hold, and then they leave out four gallons 
from what it actually does hold, making a 
slight difference of only eight gallons, or 
another dollar or two per barrel into the 
coffers of the Standard, for that is what a 
friend of mine writes they are doing in his 
district, in order to clean out everybody, 
and make a clean sweep. 

Of course the average reader, not directly 
interested, would pass over this statement 
ascoming from a person hostile to the 
Standard, and might or might not be 
strictly true. If there were any grounds 
allowed for the allegations at all, they 
would be narrowed down to a limit so fine 
that plenty of leeway would be allowed the 
Standard. But there has been altogether 
too much of this kind of judgment passed 
by the p:ople, and so farasthe Séar is ca- 
pable, it shall not besoin future. Ia or- 
der to test the truth of the allegations of 
Mr. Rice, a Star man, on Saturday last, ac- 
companied two prominent citizens of Brad- 
ford to a certain locality where a number 
of Standaré refind oil barrels were safely 
stored, together with a number belonging 
to another refinery, exclusively anti-Stand- 


ard, A fourth party joimed the company, 
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so that, in the mouth of two or three wit- 
' nesses, everything might be established. 
| A Standard gauge stick was procured, and 
| the work of gauging tanks commenced. 
Each barrel had been previously marked 
on end jus: what it was supposed to con- 
tain in gailons. In every instance the bar- 
rels bearing the Standard brand were 
found to be marked from one and a half to 
four gallons mure than it actually gauged, 
On the other hand,the barrels of the Inde- 
peudent works were found to be stamped 
exactly what they gauged in every instance. 
Here, then, is subject for discussion and 
thought among the retailers of refined oil. 
Itisevery man’s privilege to ascertain {the 
truth of this statement for himself. Retail 
merchants,it 1s to be presumed,have never 
questioned the gauge of the package in 
which they purchase their supply, but in 
all probability they are swindled out of 
from two to six gallons of oil in each bar- 
rel purchased. In other words, they are 
secretly robbed of from twenty cents to 
one dollar anda half abarrel. This, on 
saies of 40,000 barrels a day, makes the 
uncomfortable and illegitimate profit of 
from $20,000 to $40,000 per diem, And 
moreover, ‘here are other important texts 
to be taken from this chapter of Mr. Rice's. 
Regarding the fire test of the Standard oil, 
he says : 

For lack of a square, healthy competi- 
tion in these towns, and by theaid of venal 
inspectors, they palm off on these dealers 
in oils, who distribute the same to the dear 
people, the public, not only ol poor in 
quality, but far below the legal fire test of 
the State, oils that are un afe to burn, 
causing most of the oil fires that occur 
throughout the country, thereby endan- 
gering the lives of the people, as well as 
burning up their property. From this 
source wlone, on under-teat oils, they make 
as high as $2.50 per barrel illegitimate 
profits, as I have shown heretofore, on oils 
sols sold by them in the Memphis, Ten- 
ne-see, district. : 

Now, to test this matter, a quantity of 
Standard oil sold by Kinsler & Co., drug- 
gists, of Main street, this city, and sold by 
them as 150 flash test oil, was properly 
tested, and found to burn freely at 125, 
which should reduce ‘the value of the oil 
more than 5V per cent from the price at 
which it is sold. By this weans the retailer 
is not alone a sufferer by the swindling op- 
erations of that institution. The public, 
whe uses this oil of 
Standard institutions 1s also plundered of 
immense sums of money, which go direct 
to the headquarters of the great monopoly 
to aid it in still strengthening its seeming- 
ly impervious position in the control of the 
trade. 

It must, therefore, be quite clear {o the 
public mind that the greatest obstruction 
to the progress of this great and important 
industry is the Standard monopoly. As 
stated by Mr. Rice, where monopoly rules, 
especially in the Western country, oils of 
an inferior sold, ‘These, of 
course, are responsible for all the accie 
dents that gain suc: wide circulation from 
that source in those sections. As a conses 
quence, perlaps net more than half of the 
oil that otherwise would “be, is consumed 
throughout the Western States. It may 
be set down as a fact that whenever a con- 
flagration or the burning of a human body 
occurs from this source, the Standard Oil 
Company is directly responsible. 

It is therefore considered an incendiary 
running loose and a murderer at large.

PHARMACKUTICAL ITEMS 


Adulteration of Bromide of Potas- 


sium, 


A correspondent of New Remedies asks : 
*‘Isthe:e any reason to suppose that the 


bromide of potassium of commerce is adul- 

terated ? 

be detected ? 
as follows: We have not heard of any wil- 
fully adulterated vromide of potassiuni as 
coming either from a manufacturer ora 
wholesale dealer in drugs. The price of the 
chemical is so low, and its appearance so 
characteristic, that it would, in the first 
place, not pay to adulterate it, and, in the 
second place would at once be detected, 
When bromide of potassium was first intro- 
duced, and was sold for $8 and $6 per lb, 
several suspicious lots came under our ob- 
servation, such as could be safely pro- 
nounced, by the eye alone, to be of very 
doubtful character; but as we had no 
chance of making a chemical examination 
at that time, we cannot state positively 
that they were spurious. We do not be- 
lieve there is a retail pharmacist in the 
United States who would knowingly adul- 
terate this chemical, or sell another sub- 
stance in place of it. 

The commercial salt, however, is never 
entirely pure. This arises from the process 
of manufacture: 1, of the bromine; 2, of 
the bromide itself. Bromine is obtained by 
distilling the concentrated brine of salt 
works with manganese dioxide and sulphu- 
ric acid, whereby the accompanying chlo- 
rides are first decompozed, with liberation 
of the chlorine, which in its turn displaces 
bromine from its compounds, and causes the 
latter to pass over. But bromine is not the 
only substance which finally coilects in the 
receiver. There is always present more or 
less chlorine, in form of chloride of bro- 
mine, and American bromine contains con- 
siderable more than the German, which is 
obtained principaily from the Stassfurt 
mines ; besides, there may be present iodine 
(as iodide of bromine). ‘rhe difficulty of 
depriving bromine of the last trace of chlo- 
rine and iodine make it necessary to permit 
asmall percentage of these impurities, A 
perfectly pure salt could be prepared only 
at an exorbitant price. The process of con- 
verting the bromine into bromide of potas- 
sium again is liable to introduce some im- 
purities, derived from the caustic potassa 
or other potash salt employed ; and here 
again an absolute freedom from forefgn and 
otherwise harmless contaminations cannot 
be expected, though some manufacturers 
now turn out a purified salt,which has been 
freed as much as possible from these impu- 
rities. It may be stated, in general, that 
commercial medicinal bromide of potas- 
sium—1. Should not contain less than ¥8 per 
cent of pure bromide ; 2. Should contain 
not more than 2 per cent of chloride, sul- 
phate or carbonate ; 38. Should not contain 
any bromate and iodide. 

The foliowing tests will indicate the limit 
of presence or the absence of the above im- 
purities : 

a. On precipitating bromide of potassium 
with nitrate of silver 1n excess, wash- 
ing the precipitate thoroughly, then shaking 
it for some time with a cold saturated solu- 
tion of carbonate of ammonium, decanting 
and filtering, the filtrate, after being super- 
saturated with nitric acid, should not pre- 
sent xaore than a slight opajJescence, insufti- 
cient to produce a precipitate. No other 
impurity but chloride having been found 
present—cr all others having been removed 
—1 part of the perfectly dried salt requires 
for complete precipitation not more than 
1.445 parts of nitrate of silver (presence of 
not more than 2 per cent chloride). This is

It is given in the 
doses of 10 grammes, which quantity neither 
produces vomiting nor subsequent intesti- 
nalirritation, and is sufficient to produce 
three or four alvine evacuations. It is 
stated, however, that before expressing the 
oil the embryo and the episperm must be 
removed, as they contain a principle which

The Pharmacology of Chloral 
Hydrate. 

M. Dimitrieff states that he has tested the 
effect of chloral hydrate, both clinically and 
experimentally, on unhealthy, badly gran- 
ulating wounds. By excision of a piece of 
skin in dogs and infection of the wound 
with putrefying matter, he produced un- 
Some of these 
he dressed with one or two per cent solution 
of chloral hydrate, while the rest were 
simply covered with a moist cloth, The 
first very soon became healthy, and cica- 
trized before the others. The ulcers, on 
microscopic examination, were found cov- 
ered with a layer of micrecocci, which dis- 
appeared after two or three days’ dressing 
with chloral hydrate. These results were 
confirmed clinically; and the writer has 
also shown that an equal quantity of a one 
per cent solution of chloral hydrate de- 
stroyed in twenty minutes all mobility of 
the bacteria in a putrefying infusion of 
flesh.—Med Times, from Brit. Med, Jour.
